Washington, Nov. 26 — 
Plans for the proposed new 
post office building at Elba 
provide approximately 700 
square feet for Federal ac- 
tivities other than post of- 
fice use, Congressman 
George Andrews said today. 

Congressman Andrews

The schedule for AAA 
committeeman elections in
